Several of the arsenal cadets who have 
been in Europe and who have returned to 
Foochow under orders frum the Chinese Go- 
yernment, have been drafted north, their 
services being deemed requisite at New- 
chwang and Tientsin. 

The mandarin sent from Foochow at the 
request of the Amuy Conaular budy to help 
in keeping order on Kulangsu, proves to be 
one formerly removed irom the post of 
Kulangeu Deputy at the instance of a fo-. 
reign Consul, fur flogging a servant of 
Mesera Tait and Co.’s. It haa therefore been 
tesolved by the Consular body at Amoy to 
make & joint remonstrance to the high pro- 
8 requesting that another 
officer be sent in his place. 

At a Meeting of the Committees of the 
Fooohow Racquet Court, Fives Court, Lawn 
Tennis Club, and the Amateur Dramatio 
Club, held. at the Foochow Club on the 3rd 
September, the Honorary Seoretaries of the 
above clubs were appointed a Committee to 
circulate a subscription list for the buildin 
of a,new bar; it waa farther yaderstoo: 
that if sufficient assistance were obtained: 
from the Community, most of whom ore 
members of one or the other clubs, the fence, 
too, at the grounds would be renewed. The 
small individual subsoription necessary will, 
wo doubt not, be very willingly made. 

Congou having moved off somewhat, at an 
advance, the Chinese, who were obtaining 
half a tael and more profit upon third cro 
teas, have sent back into the country 8 ol 
orders, that the total will, it is now said, 
certainly reach 800,000 chests. The Chixeso 
are always better than their promises in this 
matter of total arrivals, and a duubt may 
certainly be entertained whether the hope 
for a moderate export is not again to prove 
ope too early entertained, and delusive. 
Prices in the country have risen nearly a 
tuel under the impetus given to native pur- 
chases, but we understand teas will still 
poy the teamen at these prices, and there- 

ore, should foreign demand continue active 

for the next one hundred days, the one hun- 
dred and tity thousand chests promised will, 
wo fear, be exceeded. 

It would be to be regretted if, after having 
almost ensured a good market at home in 
the winter and spring, the chance should 
again be over-discvuuted and lost,

The Post Office in not legally responsible 
for the safe Aolivery of Registered corres- 
pondence, but henceforth it will be pro- 
pared to make good the contents of: such 
correspondence lost while passin through 
tho Post, to the extent: of $10, certain 
cases, provided :— 

1. That the sender duly observed all the 
conditlona of Registration require. 


2 That the letter was securely encloned 
in a reasonably strong envelopes. 


3. That application was made to the 
Postmaster__Ueneral ongkong ini- 
mediately tho loss covered, the 
envelope being invariably forwarded: with 
auch pplication uolese it also is lost. 


4. That the Postmaster General is satis- 
fied that the loss occurred whilst the corres- 
gondence was in the custody of the British 
Postal «dministration in Chins, that it was 

sused-by-svy-fanit-on-the part.of the 
sonder, by destruction by fire, or shipwreck, 
nor by the disho..esty or nogligenoe of any
